United PT*M)—Sixty persona were 
burned to death or otherwise killed or 
bully injured today when a fire de- 
ftiroyed the St. Elisabeth Hospital and 
laundry and badly damaged the adja- 
cent buildings. 
Twenty-three are 


known to have lost their 
live* and 


six other* are unaccounted for and 
probably a score of others lie dead in 
the ruins. Most of the 350 who were 
in the building were children, and a 
•core lost their lives by jumping frcvn 
the third story windows 
The chil- 


dren were asleep on the third floor 
when the blaze broke out, presumably 
from • defective flue. Fire escapes 
which have long been known to have 
been bad and frequently proved un- 
uauable collapsed. 
The only means 


of escape was by jumping and those 
who did not jump were 
burned to 


death. 
At one exit which remained 


open for a time patients and employes 
fought like animals. There wilt be a 
rigid investigation.
